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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election of Group I, in Paper No. 7 is acknowledged. Because applicant did 
not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the 
election has been treated as an election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112 

2. Claims 5-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claims 5, 13, and 18 are incorrect as they all depend from canceled claim 1. Claims 6- 
12, which depend from claim 5, and claims 14-17, which depend from claim 13, fail to overcome 
this issue and are similarly improper. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 2, 3, and 19-21 are allowed.
